1. Tour men orandm addressed to Special Assistant for 
Research and Intelligence, Department of State, Director of 
Naval Intelligence and G-2 dated 1 October was delivered late 
3 October, I believe that either the appointment of a liaison 
officer from G-2 to Strategic Services Unit or the appointment 
of such a coranittee as you suggest would serve a useful purpose. 

2. Befo-e such appointments are made, it would be higily 
desirable to hold a meeting at the eari-iest possible time of 
Mr.. McCormack, Cocmodore Inglis, yourself aid G2 in order that 
we may all be inferred of the decisions taken to date with re- 
ference to tie disposition of the Office of Strategic Services 
under tte Executive Order and at which all of us would be in- 
form d of tbs former OSS activities that have been demobilized, 
the plan for further demobilization and the activities that 
will be continued in operation with considerable detail on their 
size, scope and mission. Unless these ratters are clarified, 
either liaison officers or a lid son oommittee would be in- 
effective.
